TON, AND RICHMOND. in

Iii Baltimore there is but little direct slave
unrest. Indeed, the number of slaves thero
held can seurcely bo regarded as involving so
much wealth it the piratic slave trade, in which
Plug Uglymore is known to bear her part most
gallantly. Tho intense of that
city cjunot, then, bo traced to u deep interest
Ui uiped.il property, nor to any care about in-

surrection, nor to uny sincere colorphobin. It
ii simply the sign of a caste. It is aristocratic

The Bultimore Methodists were
thn first to innovate on tbo old usages, which
eschewed news and organs. This ambition of

Winter Davis is the only instance I have ever

b ard of in Maryland whero one of aristocratic
relationship has had the courage to broak
tlnoiigh thoso ties. Ho is a couccitod man, nnd

liol a profound man j but he certainly has pluck

and patriotism. He is descended from one of
the oldest families of St. Mary's, being in direct
lino from old Governor (Colonial) William
Stone, who for his fealty to liberty was con-

demned to death, nnd who was only saved by
women of Annapolis gathering around him
vowing that hn should not die, but they

would die with him. Mr. Winter Davis has
many relations in Virginia, who, of course, hate

violently ; among these was the late Justice
Daniel of the Supreme Court, and Mr. John M.
Daniel of tho Richmond Examiner, of whom I
wrote you in my last communication. At pres-
ent,. Mr. Davis friends nnd rtlatives in Balti-
more are very eagerly and persistently trying

recover for him tho place in " the circle "
which he has forfeited, by representing that he

no sympathy whatever for freedom, and
for tho Union only for the purpose of

gradually scouring it as a permanent estate to
South.

Gen. Banks nnd his companions, then, should
once understand, if they da not already, that sUr

what is known ns the Baltimore aristocracy, all
it nnd all who hope to be in it, nre utterly

heartily disloyal to the Government. Real too
exceptions nro as scarce as hen's teeth. They

indeed talk about the Union in a magnifi
cent kind of way ; but on pressing the matter it

be fonnd to he the Union with tho pre-
sent President ousted, and such guaranties as

All this, bo it understood, is a status of opin-
ion resting upon the most superficial basis thnt

it is not upon any experience of, or direct
interest in, Slavery, Tho Union mcn( who
doubtless have a bare majority in Baltimore,
and a very large one in Maryland, are of a class
which always has to wait many years before it
can raise nn antagonistic voice to nil aristocra

The great Midrlle Ulass, tho metal mine
social blood, constitutes the Union ballast.
Baltimore has a large and Ger-
man population ; n large and earnest class of
plain old Methodists who loathe tho pretensions
which li'ivo crept into their church and have
never forgotten or suffered their children to
forget that tho great Founder of their Society, in
who came across the Atlantic anil established
Methodism in Baltimore, namid Slavery " the
sum of all villainies."

Tn Washington city, the aristocracy has at
heart been hitherto ot the same kind with tliut

Baltimore. But the political element is so
strong there involving every dollar that boss
into every man's pocket that Washington

will be a noose of wax to the strongost of
band whether it be President Lincoln's or Mr.
Jeff's. Washington is simply a large and some-
what inconvenient National Hotel, with a good
many rata poisoning its wells. It has arisen- inot by any geographical or local decree, butliy
the need which a certain avuncular individual N

known as Samuel, has of pate, oysters, and
champagne; of prayers and piiddings; of boots
polished daily; oi cottscienee witb sins all
sponged out every Subbath. It is not dilficult
lo say that alter the waitem in this hotel have,

found all the extra avenues of turning extra
pennies closed up, they will stand before Uncle
S., lint in hand, and smile, aud smile, and obey
hisslightestuod. I qui quite sure, however, that

considerable majority of Washington residents
would this day regard it as glorious vindica-
tion of a free Government, ami a planting of a
nation ou a stable and conservative basis for
J. I), .to successfully inaugurate his reign in
Washington.

Richmond may be taken as a type of a very
different states of things. Slavery is here both
an social condition, and au im-

portant portion of trado and ground of crdit.
Biclimond knows by experience, and in every
form, the institution that is a matter only of
silly talk and political capital in Baltimore aud
Washington. Thero tho slave-trade- r will be
found defending with his life every inch of his
bloody deck ; there the politician will be ap-

plauded the more implacably as he whets his
knife to take from freedom's side each grain
and scruple of ilesh that is written iu thebond.
Here that too long dignitied North
and South as conservatism diminishes. If a
man or woman thero does not violently defend
slavery, be sure it is because he or she has
reason to hate it with an intense hatred. A
silence on tho part of any one, when slavery is
discussed, need not be misunderstood ; there
is no city of tho South whero there arc more
profoundly convinced abolitionists than Rich-

mond. I have known many cases whore loving
friends have had to labor with voune men
seized with a misgiving about tho institution,
just as their doctors do when thev are seized
with moaslert, or parsons when their thinkings
am found not deducible from the 39th articles
or the Westminster Cathechism.

I was once in a company of young men in
Richmond who, in discussing tho slavery ques-
tion, began giving experiences. I found that
each of them had struggled "over tho quick-
sands of skepticism to the strong shore of taith "
in human bondage I Some of them acknowl-

edged thnt thoy had groaned under trouble
about the system of the Southj and were almost
ready to flee their State as a city of destruction,
when they were rescued and reassured. Several
were saved by the theory of Agass'i7, that men
were not descendants of ono pair, so trium-
phantly woven by Nott and Gliddon into a jus-
tification of negro slavery ns tho bcrvitudn by
infeiiors. Several had been rescued by the
' New Nigger Gospel nccording to Thorans
Carljle." (Ullu JJrule :j Various pamphlets,
scriptural nnd ethnological, had dono the rest.
Hut I nlso found, when I came to broach my
own mind to some near acquaintances, that
there wcro a goodly number who r got
through their doubts ol bin cry, but, on tho
contrary, had tliei.i crow until they becamo

sovereign principles. 'I hem am a good many
strong brains in Richmond, and slavery nas
not been for so many ages writing itsell down
nn nas. 1 1 nnomiciillv aud morally, without the
statements being lecoguued by sonie, nnd in
the general upheaval of society which is snon
to cutuo upon that eity, the secrets of many
hearts shall be made manifest, and some of
them will be astonishing to the slave-mo- of
Richmond.

In conclusion- - Thero is onr element of
iu irpinin society which will, in the

final settlement ol the account with slavery,
prove of unsurpassed importance. It is the
lemalo inlluence.whicn nas a ceriain sovereign
ty of its own, to be felt sooner or later in every
question. In Baltimore every elegant and high
bred lady ono meets with litvors tno South nnd
slavery, and, iu four cases out o( five, secession.
It is much the same in Washington. This is
simply because these ladies know nothing what- -

ever about slavery; they are rarely served by
slaves, they do not raise their families in the
immediate vicinity of slave gnngs and planta-
tions. It is nil theory all Southern airs all
" " " noblechivalry," hospitality," Southrons,"
&c, with them. But there are things connected
with slavery in its practical relations which
tnnkc it actually impossible that any puru anil
ecrnest woman can favor it. I give it as my
honest conviction, after living nearly all my lite
in constant contact with the institution, that
there is not one Virginia woman in ono hun-
dred who does not in her heart detest tho insti-
tution. It is tho serpent in her path ns n wife,
a mother, n sister. I was present on ono occa-
sion when a lady of that State was informed
that her son, who had pone North to be cdti
catcd, had become "I had rather
have heard that lie was dead thah that ho was ad
voruting slavery," was her quiet reply. No fine
nirs about the sunny South can satisfy the true
woman with whose very heart-string- s this mon

is grappling ; no aristocratic vaporings can
compensate for the premature development of
passions in her darling son, or thn unholy fires

often detected in the husband's eye.
I say again, and I know it to tie true, that the

vast majority of pure women in tho Sonth hate
slavery, and if in this storm some thunderbolt
could leap forth and scathe and destroy the
monster at once, thev would press their children

their hearts with n wild, unknown joy they
wouiu Kueei nnu oner mcir je icum wim nan-p-

tears, and sleep n peaceful sleep which their
watchful eyes have never yet known. In look-

ing over, yesterday, a number of letters discov-

ered in the Slave Shamble of Alexandria, 1

fiaused at one in which tho writer, sending n
a gentleman, encloses it to another,

snjing : "Do not take it (this letter) to him at
hiB house, but seek nn opportunity to give it to
him where none of his family can see yon do
so." How much was suggested in that can
tion. The trulllo in human hearts and souls
must be carrcd on away from where woman's
eje can bend its pure glances upon it. In the
South the slave driver stays down nt the barn
nnd sends tip for the gentleman of the house;

trafficking for Chloe or James, he docs not
vush to meet wife or daughter. This very slave-trade-

whose shamble was broken up in Alex
andria the other day, had, lo my knowledge, a
wife who subscribed Year alter voar to tlu Na
tional AVii.of Washington, and never csased the
ino"t ardent expoatiilaiona with her husband
agr,inst his inhuman occupation. C D,
